In Sept., 1983, the Sierra 
Madre Community Hospital, 
suffering financial problems, 
affiliated with Methodist 
Hospital and became an all- 
skilled nursing facility. As

Character assassination is I 
probably as old as speech it- < 
self, and most certainly it 
goes back to that time when I 
men competed with each i 
other for elective office. Poli¬ 
ticians learned early the im- i 
portance of words, and one of 
the most political orators ot 
all lime was Marcus Tullius 
Cicero, and he had this to say, 
more than 2(K)0 years ago..." 
nothing seems to me a nobler 
ambition than to be able to 
hold by your eloquence the 
minds of men, to captivate 
their wills, to move them to 
and fro in whatever direction 
you please." Like many great 
orators to come, his elo¬ 
quence was not enough to 
save what he wanted most. 
With his murder at age 55, 
the Roman Republic entered 
the long twilight. His. unfor¬ 
tunately. was just one ot 
many lost causes. 

One of America's greatest 
orators and statemen, Daniel 
Webster, was subjected to 
what was perhaps the most 
vicious attack in American 
history, and all because he 
was fighting for what he 
thought was absolutely 
necessary ...the preseration of 
the Union. As early as 1820 
there had been talk of "nulli- 
lication". but by 1850 seces¬ 
sion had become a distinct re¬ 
ality. Webster, in his famous 
speech March 7.1850, know¬ 
ingly sacrificed his lifelong 
ambitirin to be President, not 
only because he wished to see 
the country survive, but he 
realized there could be no 
such thing as a peaeful sepa¬ 
ration. 

.'"* TdrhTS’dfforts he was bur- 
fed'undef Ml avalanche of cal¬ 
umny. The South greeted his 
speech with both skepticism 
,ind contempt, but in the rest 
of the country, especially in 
New England, it was received 
with rage. Some of the most 
respected people in the coun¬ 
try heaped abuse upon him, 
some of them the most re¬ 
spected literary men of their 
time. Horace Mann said, 
"Webster is a fallen angel". 


And to James Russell Lowel I - 
he was, "the most meanly and ‘ 
treacherous man I ever heard * 

of". Whittier called him * 

"fallen star" and even 
Longfellow joined in the cho¬ 
rus of condemnation. ' 

Daniel Webster spent the 
next two years traveling 
around the natin, still plead¬ 
ing for reconciliation. But it 
was of no avail; there was to 
much bitterness on both 
sides, and the die had been 
cast. In two years, broken in 
health and spirit, he died, his 
two ambitions 

unfullfilled...saving the 
Union and the presidency. 
His prediction of a bloody 
conflict came true, fought 
with a ferocity no one could 
have foreseen. 

Of course, Webster was 
not the first victim of politi¬ 
cal assassination...it was 
prevalent in Colonial limes 
and at the birth of the Nation. 
One of the early targets of 
abuse was John Quincy 
Adams. Like his father, he 
was a strict Puritan, and all of 
his life wrote to his father, 
John Adams, for advice. His 
political career started in the 
Massachusetts Legislature 
where he at once got into 
trouble with his own party. A 
prominent Federalist said, "A 
curse on the stripling how he 
apes his sire". Despite his 
differences with friends and 
party stalwarts he was ap¬ 
pointed to the Senate, where 
his troubles multiplied. His 
creed was a strange one for a 
politician...."the magistrate is 
not the servant of his own 
desires, or of (he people, but 
to his God". No one running 
for office today would be so 
brash. He would know in¬ 
stant ridicule. 

i There were many others in 
I American history, among 
t them Sam Houston of Texas. 

I A military hero in the Mexi- 
I can War, he helped establish 
t the independence of Texas as 
a sovereign state and was its 
first president and later, its 
. first Senator in Washington, 
r He was a hero among heroes, 
but when he refused to stray 
from what he thought were 


solemn principles, the wrath 
of his erstwhile supporters 
fell in a political avalanche. 
On November 10, 1857, he 
was dismissed from his office 
as Governor of Texas. In a 
brief autobiography he said, 
"This book will lose me some 
friends, but if it lost me all 
and gained none, in God's 
name, as a free man, I would 
publish it". 

American history is 
loaded with calumny of the 
worst sort, and many honest, 
decent men who have stood 
by their convictions and have 
been vilified. Thankfully, 


there have been other jibes of 
a whimsical nature, and really 
hurt no one. Benjamin 
Franklin, a master of roquish 
wit, had this to say about 
John Adams, "Mr. Adams is 
a decent man, a kind man, but 
sometimes he acts like an old 
maid". One hundred years 
later President McKinley was 
fond of saying, "I always 
have my ear to the ground”. 
The irascible "Uncle Joe" 
Cannon of the Senate, could 
not resist.. "That's why it's 
always full of grasshop¬ 
pers!".

A friend sent me a clip¬ 
ping about the reconstruction 
of the Japanese garden built 
at Sierra Madre School in 
1930.1 remember that garden 
well, from passing it every 
day as I went in to kindergar¬ 
ten and the early grades of 
school in the later 1930s. I am 
so glad it is being restored. 

But I also remember the 
hostile tempers that led to the 
destruction of the garden. 
Just after the war my father 
was politically active in rein¬ 
tegrating the Nisei into local 
communities, and whole fami¬ 
lies wtxtld come and stay with 
us, sometimes for months at a 
lime. As a result we had rotten 
eggs thrown at our house (321 
E. Grandview). 

That was painful, but it 
was not my ptilitical awaken¬ 
ing. I can remember precisely 
when and where that oc¬ 



curred. It was when 
Roosevelt died. Several of my 
schoolmates were dancing 
with joy in the playground. I 
remember going home in 
tears: “Our President has died 
and they are glad!” My 
mother explained a few facts 
of life to me on that sad day. 

The stamp I am placing on 
this letter recalls a better 
memory to mind and brings 
the subject back to gardens. 
When I was in kindergarten 
or first grade, a classmate 
died, a frienil with "!' ’.n 1 
often played, and our class 
had a tree-planting ceremony 
in her memory. Perhaps that 
tree is still there, all these 
years later, half-a-century old 
now, on the lawn south of the 
kindergarten rtxrm.

Another mechanic told me the 
problem was In the Ignition 
timing. He readjusted the belt, 
but It would not adjust to the 
factory-recommended settings. 

What’s the problem?” 

If there is no dirt or rust on the 
mounting bolts of the distributor, the 
original mechanic has set the cam¬ 
shaft out of time. This means that the 
camshaft was set a tooth too far ad¬ 
vanced or retarded when the new belt 
was installed. This would affect the tim¬ 
ing range of the distributor by as much 
as 22 degrees, depending on how 
many teeth are on the camshaft pulley. 
Have a mechanic recheck the cam¬ 
shaft timing. Let us help you.
